Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
On P. 2-3, "prior arts" must be changed to "prior art." On P. 4 and 5, "Description" is 
misspelled in the headings. On P. 8, line 4, "meets" must be changed to "and meet." 
All occurrences of "Ni-chrome" must be changed to "nickel-chromium." Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because of the following informalities: 

(1 ) Fig. 3 : The leftmost occurrence of numeral 25 must be changed to numeral 

27. 

(2) Numeral 37 is not shown in the drawings, but is discussed on Page 8, line 1 . 
Applicant must add numeral 37 to all appropriate figures. 

(3) Figs. 2 and 4 : A bracket must be added bounding all subfigures into a single. 

figure. 
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Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
In line 3, "is comprised of;" must be changed to "comprises:" In line 5, "Ni- 
chrome" must be changed to "nickel-chromium." In line 6, ", developed" must be 
changed to "disposed." In lines 9 and 10, "multi-power code" must be changed to "AC 
power." In line 14, "developed to" must be changed to "disposed at." In line 15, a 
comma must be inserted after "generator," and in line 16, the comma must be deleted 
after "holes." In line 17, "which are developed" must be changed to "said holes 
disposed" for clarity. Appropriate correction is required. 

Other Pertinent Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The art should be both separately considered and considered in 
conjunction with the previously cited prior art when responding to this action. US 288 
(Fig. 14), JP 114, JP 339, US 253, JP 132, and GB 699 disclose heated hair treating 
apparatus with ion generators relevant to the instant invention.
